out," he recalls. “I ate huge 
amounts of calories—pasta and 
cheese and cream sauce, ice 
cream, beer, banana splits for 
breakfast.

It 
took months to get back in shape 
after the film, but I'm back to running 
six miles a day and eating a well- 
balanced diet.” 

And diet is what concerns Levels 
these days—a concern he equates 
with the murders in Atlanta. here 
were lots of kids killed there, and 
there are still lots of kids dying all 
over the world. And if people don't 
care about people being killed,

“I went to Atlanta and talked to 
people who knew Williams and 
people who wrote about the events,” 
he adds as he remembers the 
research which went into the role. “1 
met with mothers of the victims 
whose murders and disappearances 
have not resulted in any trials. They 
feel betrayed by the authorities and 
the media. They're not so sure it was 
Williams or even that it was just one 
man.” 

His experience in Atlanta, where 
children were brutalized, and recent 
headlines of children starving in 
Africa, have heightened Levels” 
concern for helpless youngsters. 
“We have to seriously stop and look 
at what's going on in our society, 
and around the world. It can become 
barbaric when kids have no one to 
protect them. Children don't have to 
be killed; children т Africa don't 
have to starve.”

in’ 11” For most of his dance 


numbers, this "turbo-charged" 
17-year-old is a whirling blur as 
he performs his gravity-defying 
breaks, pops, locks, and spins. 


Affectionately nicknamed 
“Shrimp” by his sister, this lithe 
young dancer has found his expecta- 
tions about films and dancing 
have changed through his expe- 
riences. 

"Acting is real fun,’ he en- 
thusiastically states, “but it’s also 
hard work. I didn’t understand 
just how hard it was going to be. I 
mean, getting up at 6:00 in the 
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morning is tough enough. But the 
director.is always telling you to do 
a scene over and over again. You 
have to try and remember what 
you did the last time so you can do 
it right the next time around. That 
takes a lot of energy and concen- 
tration. I’m just lucky to have all 
of that.” 

Although devoted to the street 
dancing he does best, Shrimp no 
longer wants to be limited to one 
dance form. I always figured bal- 
let and jazz were hard. But now 
that I know the basics, they’re real 
fun. Being a dancer, I can get the 
moves down once I hear the music 
and get a liking for it. When that 

-happens you feel good around it, 
and that’s how I like to feel when I 
dance.’ 

A member of the “Shabba-Doo 
Crew” dance troupe, Shrimp is an 
ardent fan of its founder, Adolfo 
“Shabba-Doo” Quinones. “I look 
up to him because he knows what 


he’s talking about. I learn from 
him, but he’s learning from me 
also. He talks with me to try and 
make things easier, because he’s 
run into the same brick walls be- 
fore, and he wants me to go around 
them instead.” 

While streetdancing is making 
the cross-over to established 
schools of dance, such as jazz, 
Shrimp envisions the reverse also 
becoming true. “А lot of street- 
dancers won't learn jazz. But if 
they see me doing jazz, they'll say, 
‘If Shrimp does it, then it's O. K., 
and they won't feel out of place” 

As with anyone who gains 
celebrity status, Shrimp finds 
himself receiving considerable 
recognition, particularly from the 
opposite sex. 

And there is also a slew of new 
contenders calling Shrimp, and 
others out to do their moves. “We 
call them fleas, ‘cause they’re al- 
ways diving and jumping in front 
of us wherever we walk, challeng- 
ing us to show off our stuff.” 

Prior to “Breakin’ " Shrimp ap- 
peared in a number of television 
commercials, a documentary for 
ON TV entitled “Breaking and 
Entering,’ and the famous Lionel 
Richie music video, “АП Night 
Long?” In addition, Shrimp toured 
with Richie and was on the Amer- 
ican Music Awards show last year. 

“T hope I can someday see street- 
dancing as a classical dance,” 
Shrimp concludes. “I don't want it 
to die out like a fad. But for myself, 
it’s always been my goal to be a 
professional dancer, somebody 
that could make it. First it was 
videos and commercials, and now 
its a feature film. So I’m gradually 
growing, and at different levels.’ •

PHILIP: There were about 300 
people auditioning for my role, but 
when they had me read with Don 
Johnson, there was magic. It was 
like an explosion. I heard about the 
role over a year ago and at the time 
the show was called “Gold Coast.” 
The character was conceived 
around what my interpretation of a 
character was on an episode of 
Starsky & Hutch. When I found that 
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out, I told them they didn’t have to 
look any further, I was the person 
for the role. My grandfather used to 
say, “All that I see belongs to me” 
and he said it one hundred years 
ago and the land is still in the fam- 
ily, so I claimed it. I looked at this 
potential role the same way. 


RO: How did you feel when you 
learned the part was really 
yours? 

PHILIP: I have gotten to the point 
where I don’t get as excited as I 
used to. I'm more enthusiastic. You 
know, "enthusiasm" comes from the 
Greek word “enthousiasmos” 
which means inspired. 


RO: Are any members of your 
family with you on location? 
PHILIP: My younger brother 
George is my bodyguard now. He is 
more handsome than I am. He's 
about 6'4" and has a lot of muscle. I 
feel well protected. I look at this big 
ole tall dude and say I remember 
when I used to smack him on the 
side of his head. 


RO: Do you swim often?

Eddie was sitting on a sofa 
casually watching a TV movie but 
not engrossed in it at all. His eyes 
are always on the move, observing 
people and things to catch what 
little snippets he can stash away 
for future use in his comedy skits. 
A meatball sandwich was cooling 
off on the table. He asked if Pd 
care to share the sandwich, but I 
politely declined the offer after 
having my share of junk just 
before the interview. 

Before the interview, let’s run 
down a brief history of Eddie 
Murphy. Eddie has experienced a 
meteoric rise within the space of 
three short years. He has been 
hailed, along with Joe Piscopo, as 
the saving grace of Saturday 
Night Live After the original cast 
disbanded, a virtual caravan of 
“comedic” actors and actresses 
tried their hands at maintaining 
the glory days of SNL. They failed 
miserably. 
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Eddie and Joe shone through 
like diamonds in the rough—with 
the result that they were retained 
while others were fired. Invari- 
ably, the most successful skits on 
SNL involved Eddie and Joe as 
they were allowed to fully explore 
their individual and collective 


talents. Eddie has created such 
outrageous characters as Buck- 
wheat, Little Richard Simmons, 
Velvet Jones, a James Brown 
“Annie,” Gumby and numerous 
others. His ingenious and bold 
attacks on everything sacred to 
both black and white America 


simultaneously focused heavy 
praise and criticism on Eddie, but 
one fact remains irrefutably true: 
Eddie Murphy is a gifted 
comedian/actor who has the 
awesome talent to bring out 
hidden emotions, fears and foibles 
that force us to examine ourselves 
and accept the known truth that, 
no, we are not perfect, so we might 
as well laugh while we try to 
better ourselves. 

Q: How did you get into comedy, 
anyway? 


Eddie has often been 
referred to as “the 
cleanest-cut comic 
around”; one who 

doesn’t smoke, drink or 
use drugs. Though he 
may mimic the use of 
each in his act, that’s 

just what it is—an act! 


А: used to get into Gong Shows 
and stuff like that when I was a 
kid of about 15. I would call up 
agents and say, “I’m a funny guy 
—can you give me work!?” And 
they'd say, “Get out of here!” Then 
one guy started getting me 
showcases in bars and little tiny 
clubs out on Long Island. 

Q: So, you’re from Brooklyn. Did 
you pick up your comedy skills by 
hanging out on the streets? 

A: Well, I moved out to Long 
Island when I was 10. I lived in 
Roosevelt, and it has trees and 
stuff. We'd hang out by the trees 
singing, “Oh ah oh ay,” and skim 
rocks off the lake. I grew up as a 
middle class black—never went to 
bed hungry. I had a happy life. I 
want to know what the catch is 
cause God gave me a happy life, 
and I’m wondering, “This is a joke 
here, right?” And God is saying, 
“Heyyy, things are going great, 
huh? Well, ZING!” 

Q: I saw an interview on 
Entertainment Tonight and read 
the article in ТУ Guide and the 
gist that I got was that you 
wanted to reassure the people 
that you didn’t want to be another 
Freddie Prinze. 

A: That’s the first thing that they 
were trying to get out of the TV 


Guide article. It makes for 


‚ interesting reading that someone 


young is suicidal. They gotta read 
that Eddie Murphy is suicidal 
instead of Eddie Murphy’s got his 
head together. That was the hook 
in TV Guide: “Oh, in TV Guide, 
he sounds pompous and 
arrogant.” 

Q: On the old Saturday Night 
Live, Garrett Morris seemed to be 
holding back and wasn’t given 
roles as good as you got. Why is 
that? 


A: I don’t know if Garrett was 
holding back. I think he was held 
back. I don’t think that he had the 
freedom. When I was first on the 
show, I was held back. There were 
things that I would say that were 
funny, and someone would be 
blase and say, “No, we want so 
and so to doit,” and Га say, “But it 
would be funnier if I said it, and 
they'd say, “No, he does it" And 
when our show first changed 
casts, there were things that I 
knew would work better if they 
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were done differently. My opinion 
wasn't respected. I think it was

the same case with Garrett. You 
see, Garrett was on a show that 
was good, so he would give his 


. opinion, and they would say shut 


up. I don't think that they 
actually said shut up. This is my 
belief—Garrett Morris is a real 
talented guy. I could see him 
saying, “Hey, I feel this way and 
that way about it, but the show 
was a hit, and they already had 
CONTINUED 
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their game plan set and didn’t 
listen to Garrett. I, on the other 
hand, was affiliated with a show 
that was а bomb. So I would say, 
“Well, I feel this and that,” and 
they would say, “We don't have 
anything to lose, so let's listen to 
this guy.” That's why thing 
worked out for me. 

Q: How do you feel about people 
saying that you're the next 
Richard Pryor? 

A: I ain't no next Richard Pryor. 
Ain’t nobody gonna be the next 
Richard Pryor. I feel good about 
having acceptance and having 
people appreciate my talent. I 
don’t know what heights ГИ 
achieve as far as this business 
goes, but ГИ be shooting for 
everything and want everything 
that I can get out of the business. 
Right now, I’m happy with my 
situation, and I’d be happier if it 
got better—and I’d be depressed if 
it got worse—but I’m happy 
right now. 

Q: You’ve got an album out. How 
do you feel about that? 

А: Гм real proud of my standup 
comedy album, cause it’s mine. On 
the back, it says “Produced by 
Eddie Murphy. Written and 
created by Eddie Murphy.” It’s 
mine. 

Q: How did you go about creating 
the situations on the album? 

A: I have no idea. No, really, 
careful watching, real careful 
watching. I guess I am real 
analytical. Гт always picking

That’s why I’m dying to get back 
home 'cause that's where my 
reality is. I haven't tripped since 
Гуе been out here. I haven't ego 
tripped or anything like that for 
months now ‘cause that ТУ Guide 
article came out, and I said to 
myself, “Man, you sound like an 
idiot.’ A lot of it was misquoted, 
too. 

I got friends who would say, “1 
don’t want to hang out with this 
big -ss nosed m. f. Anybody and 
anyplace else would say, Hey 


A: Oh, never, I would love to work 
from 9 to 5 if it was a regular TV 
show, but then, I don't like to get 
up early in the morning. I say that 
Icome in on those hours, but 
that's basically what I do.

Pointing ‘Toward 
SUCCESS

any music critics feel that 
popular black music of 
the ’80s has reached a 
cul-de-sac with pulsating 
rhythms and riffs ground out on 
machines by technicians in a 
recording studio. Despite such ob- 
servations, the spirit which gives 
black popular music its soul shows 
no real sign of strain even with the 
assault of electronic gimmicks. 
A case in point is StarPoint, a 


sextet from the Washington, D.C. 
area. Good musicianship, dynamic 
vocals and original songwriting 
reaffirms that black popular mu- 
sic can survive in its salubrious 
form, yet have a sound that re- 
mains fresh, innovative and hip. 
StarPoint is relatively new to 
the recording business, but has 
built up an impressive record in 
the three years they have been in- 
volved having released six albums. 
The group is composed of the 
four Phillips brothers: Ernesto, 
leader, songwriter and guitarist; 


George, keyboards and vocals; 
Gregory, drums and vocals, plus 
lead singer; Renee Diggs and key- 
boardist, vocalist, Kayode Adeyemo. 
Together the band has a cohesive 
and contemporary sound both live 
and recorded. 

Renee, StarPoint’s lead singer, 
who is soft-spoken conversation- 
ally, on stage and disc displays an 
impressive vocal talent. She ex- 
plained, “Гуе been singing as far 
back as Ican remember. I was with 
a group of people first, a quartet, 
prior to joining StarPoint. How I 
became a member of this group 
was that George Phillips, one of 
the band members, asked me to 
sing one song with the group. One 
song led to another and another 
and the chemistry seemed to work 
very well?” У 

She also adds, “When I was in 
school, I had a great teacher who 
helped me to learn the proper way 


to breathe, and that was a great 
help. And I listened to a lot of other 
singers too. In fact, I don’t listen to 
the radio the way I used to—I’m 
much more critical.” 

When asked if she had any spe- 
cial warm-up exercises she uses 
before a performance, Renee 
sheepishly admits, “Мо. Not 
really. I guess I’m kind of lazy 
when it comes to that. I just want 
to jump into it, but Ido spend a lot 
of time body-building using differ- 
ent kinds of machines and I do а 
lot of aerobic dancing, which I 
think helps with the choreo- 
graphed routines for the band’s 
live performances.’ 

Renee gave insights into her par- 
ents’ views of her being a pop 
singer and being on the road. 
“Well, I don't think it is what they 
had in mind for me. I guess they 
thought I would get a job asa 
secretary and get married and 
have a couple of children, but now 
they are happy for my success. And 
she adds with a shy smile, “And I 
suppose they are a little proud.’ 

Since she works in a band with 
five men, Right On! asked if that 


posed any problems. She replied, 
“Oh, it's not hard. It is more like a 
family, like having five brothers 
who kind of look out for me all the 
time. And we have a lot of fun to- 
gether, which is why we like work- 
ing with each other so much.” 

As mentioned earlier, the group 
has recorded six albums for three 
different labels including Elektra, 
for whom they currently record. 
Ernesto comments on the affilia- 
tion with Elektra, “We have 
recorded six albums, but we have 
only been in the business three 
years. Although the band has ac- 
tually been together for 11 or 12 
years, we didn’t get serious about 
it until we started writing. So we 
have been doing music for quite a 
while, but not recording and 
writing.’ 

StarPoint has also achieved rela- 
tively good record chart success 
with a featured single, “Don't Be 
So Serious.’ This became a top-15 
R&B chart hit as well as “I Just 
Wanna Dance With You” and 
“Keep On It.” They also have just 
completed a music-video project, 
“It’s All Yours,’ which is also their 


current LP’s first single. 

Some of their success can be at- 
tributed to producer/manager, 
Lionel Job, who joined forces with 
StarPoint three years ago when a 
mutual friend urged him to hear a 
demo-tape and he was very im- 
pressed. 

When the members of StarPoint 
are not busy with performing, 
writing, practicing or recording, 
they get involved in studio and ses- 
sion work. For example, recently 
Renee Diggs laid down some back- 
ground tracks for a new Marcus 
Miller project. 

Each member of the group is in- 
terested in producing records us- 
ing local talent from their area in 
the future. But StarPoint’s main 
priorities right now, according to 
Ernesto Phillips, are “We hope to 
reach a wider audience, as I’m 
sure any artist would like to do. We 
hope to keep on doing what we do 
best, to continue to make good 
recordings, keep up that same tra- 
dition and add a little more, learn 
and develop. We just know we want 
to continue to give a positive mes- 
sage. .

weekday afternoon at their ho- 
tel in New York. When I got 
there they were busy studying 
with their tutor, which they dil- 
igently do five days a week, three 
to four hours a day.

other things...that we were 
doin’ somethin’ good.” 

Ronnie De Voe who is 17 and the 
most softspoken of the five added, 
We were all a family before we 
really got started and that's the 
way itis now.” 

Their mothers also represent the 
kind of women that they would all 
Л1Ке to meet some day. Ricky has 
sometimes been described as a “‘la- 
dies man,” and he told me he is not 
exactly looking for a woman like 
Sheila E. “My ideal woman is my 
mother. I would need someone to 
take care of me. Someone that I 
could share everything with, my 
deepest feelings" Ralph Tresvant, 
16, who I found to be very outgoing 
and motivated expressed his idea 
of the kind of girl he'd like to meet. 
“Tf ever I did meet a girl, Га want 
her to be just like my mother be- 
cause she's done everything for 
me. She's helped me when I need 
help and that's the type of rela- 
tionship Га want to have with an 
ideal lady.” 

Many things are important to 
NEW EDITION. One thing they 
strongly believe in is staying in 
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school. Ricky told me about а cam- 
paign they ran to convince kids 
not to play hooky. “It was a school 
drive. Across the country we go to 
the schools that are picked with 
the highest dropout rate and we 
talk to the students encouraging 
them to stay in school. We tell 
them whatever they want to be in 
life, it all has to start right in 
school.” 

School is just one important is- 
sue for NEW EDITION. They are 
very conscious of the image they 
want to portray to their fans 
through their music. Ralph 
described what he thought NEW 
EDITION stood for in terms of be- 
ing able to express their ideas, but 
most of all making them work. 
“We want to show a positive im- 
age. A clean idea of where we're 
coming from. To let em know апу- 
body can make it. All they have to 
do is want it bad enough. The peo- 
ple around us always tell us that 
school’s important and where we 
come from it was kinda hard to get 
those messages across. As we got 
into the group we realized that 
everybody in the group had the 


same type of family that would 
teach us if trouble started hap- 
penin’, if somethin’ was goin’ 
down, to fade away. We were al- 
ways the people to slide back so we 
want people to come behind us 
that way.” 

NEW EDITION are from what 
Bobby Brown described as the 
“ghetto” in Boston. They started 
out on the streets trying to make 
extra money to do the things they 
wanted to do. Bobby said starting 
the group NEW EDITION made 
him feel like he accomplished 
something and did the right thing 
in his life. Ronnie added, “As far as 
not getting the things we want be- 
fore, we were young and anything 
we did get we appreciated, but we 
weren't old enough to say, “You 
know I'm not gettin’ this and I 
need to work real hard for it? Back 
then we were just enjoyin' our 
early life.” 

Ralph told me how they over- 
came this feeling of deprivation. 
“What we did know is that we 
didn't always have the money to go 
see movies or buy sneakers we saw 
someone else wear and we started 
gettin' into groups and go to a 
pizza shop as a group and movies 
and it started gettin' to a point 
where we can buy a house to- 
gether!” 

Today a house, tomorrow the 
world! They obviously devote a lot 


of their time to achieving high 
aspirations. One thing I was curi- 
ous about is what they did in their 
spare time aside from concentrat- 
ing on thier music. Each one 
agreed that their private time is 
very precious to them. Ralph jok- 
ingly said, We don't even have 
time to meet our mothers!” Ronnie 
summed it up, “Right now our 
lives are mainly focused on the 
group and our future. We don’t 
want to get into a social life right 
now because it possibly could mess 
us up in our future.” I still pursued 
my interest in their other inter- 
ests such as sports, which most 
teenagers their age are involved 


ELS 
with. Ricky said, “Whenever we 
get the chance I like to go shoppin' 
or go to the movies or play 
basketball.” 

On the other hand, Ronnie made 
it clear that they weren’t exactly 
your average run of the mill 
teenagers. “All of us play basket- 
ball and play a number of sports 
but we don’t get enough time to 
pursue those sports.’ In fact even 
when they did have the opportu- 
nity to horse around the perfor- 
mance became a hindrance to 
their good time. Ralph told a funny 
story about mixing pleasure with 
business. “When we first started 
going to hotels and we saw the 
swimming pool everybody went 
crazy. The whole band jumped in. 
We would go swimmin’ before the 
show and we'd go on stage and our 
eyes would be burnin’ from the 
chlorine. You know how when you 
come out of a pool your nose is 
really clogged; your voice isn’t 
right and all that so we learned 
from our mistakes.” 

Despite the absence of a social 
life at this time NEW EDITION 
doesn’t regret making that sacri- 
fice because they love being on 
tour and experiencing the excite- 
ment of the crowd. Ralph said, 
“My favorite part of being on tour 
is going on stage. Once I’m on 
stage everything I’ve done before 
CONTINUED 
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pays off like interviews like this 
one, or going to visit fans at record 
stores or seeing how much they 
like your music it makes you 
wanna go on stage right there at 
that time while you’re talkin’ to 
'em. I just can't wait.” Ronnie add- 
ed, “What really gets me up is the 
excitement that we get from the 
fans. When they’re screamin’ and 
yellin’ our names that really gives 
me a lot of energy to do a hot 


show.’ Bobby shares the same 
thrill of performing, “I feel like the 
stage is my second home.’ 

NEW EDITION has undoubt- 
edly claimed a notable position in 
the musical limelight. They’ve 
done numerous interviews and 
made so many television appear- 
ances that I’m sure even they’ve 
stopped counting! What really 
keeps them going is the response 
they get from their fans. Ronnie 
said, “We try to treat our fans with 
а lot of respect. We'll sign an auto- 
graph for 'em whenever we can. If 
we have the time we'll take a pic- 
ture with them. It’s only when we 
want to sign autographs or want to 
go out in the public. We have 
privacy in our hotel rooms where 
we can cool out if we don’t have a 
show.’ (Everybody joined in with a 
verse of “Cool It Now” laughing). 

Ralph honestly admitted that 
he sometimes needs a break from 
the spotlight. “Our lives have 
changed a lot from our teenage 
lives. We don’t have a normal 
teenage life. The whole idea for us

to form a group was that we could 
go to a movie and things and now 


` it’s gotten to a point where we 


can’t even go to a movie sometime. 
We can’t go out into the public as 
much because our faces are on 
posters and in magazines and once 
they’re spotted it’s like chaos. Га 
say a lot of our teenage life was 
taken away. Like Michael Jackson 
never really got a taste of his 
teenage life. He knows what he’s

missed through word of other peo- 
ple, but we've been through it so 
we know what's been taken away 
from us so we think back on it and 
it makes us want to go back to it so 
bad.” 

Speaking of Michael Jackson, 
NEW EDITION had their chance 
of a lifetime meeting with the one 
and only whom they all idolize, 
thanks to publicist Steve Man- 
ning. Ronnie and Ralph told me 
the story as if they were re-living 
the entire experience. “It was a 
feeling that you really can’t ex- 
plain ’cos we were in his house and 
as soon as you walk in the door it’s 
like an open space and there’s a 
stairwell and we were standing 
there watchin’ him walk down the 
stairs. It seemed like a video. It 
seemed like he appeared all of a 
sudden, like a puff of smoke came 
and he was there and he came 
down singin’. He gave us advice to 
start writin’ our own music. A few 
days later everybody couldn't be- 
lieve we were really there. It 
seemed we all had the same dream 


and when we woke up it was like, 
‘Wow’. We almost had the chance 
to stay the night but unfor- 
tunately we had a big meeting for 
our record deal with MCA and Mi- 
chael said that it was important 
that we attend the meeting.’ 

Throughout their travels on and 
off the road, NEW EDITION have 
been given very invaluable advice 
by fellow performers such as 
Gladys Knight and Rick James. 
Ricky reiterated Gladys’ philos- 
ophy. “She told us get more into 
the business, the money aspect of 
it. There’s really no one in the 
business you can trust so we really 
need to know like how much we 
get paid to do a show.’ Ronnie told 
me what Gladys had to say about 
remaining humble. “She gave us a 
lot of advice about not gettin’ into 
drugs and also stayin’ in school 
and not gettin’ a big head about 
the business. It wouldn’t be hard 
cos fans tellin’ you that they love 
you and you would be tempted to 
have your head swell a little but 
she told us to stay down.” Ralph 
added with а laugh, “Апа Rick 
James, his crazy soul, we love 'em. 
He said just keep goin’; whatever 
you got in mind don't be afraid to 
express it; ask questions 'cos you 
got a good thing goin’. ” 

Rick James was on the right 
track about these uniquely 
talented Bostonians. Their ideas 
and hopes for the future further 
exemplify the dedication I spoke of 
earlier. They are also anxious 
about writing their own material 
and keeping on top of their music. 
Bobby told me, “We hope to be do- 
ing movies and producing other 
acts and bringin’ other people up 
to from where we came from and 
other people we know that have 
talent but it’s just now being 
brought out. We also want to get 
our own record company.” (Watch 
out, MCA!) 

I think Ronnie said it best when 
he described NEW EDITION as, 
“Five young men who are ded- 
icated to their job and hope to 
achieve much success and just be 
able to live a comfortable life and 
knowing that you've helped people 
on your way up. We want to con- 
tinue to bring good music to each 
and everyone everywhere.” °

see the film, found that his part 
ended up on the cutting room floor, 
a fate which applied to many of the 
black actors who were hired.

saxophone has been an 
integral part of rock and 


roll for as long as rock 
has rolled. In the '50s almost every 
uptempo rock and roll record had a 
wild and crazy sax solo and the sax- 
ophone became sound only to the 
electric guitar as a signature for the 
emerging sound. Eventually the 
electric guitar took over completely 
but the combination of guitar and 
sax remained among the most 
exciting or rock's myriad styles and 
directions. In the mid-’70s, after 
rock had survived the breakup of 
The Beatles, the death of psychede- 
lia, rock and roll revivalism, heavy 
metal, glitter and a host of other 
fads, fallacies, trends, mini trends 
and counter trends, Bruce Spring- 
` steen came from out of the Jersey 
Shore to be called “the future of 
rock.” 

Even though that tag seems as 
questionable now as it did then, 
Springsteen did eventually make 
enough of a splash to become 
known as “The Boss.’ With a string 
of platinum albums to make the 
claim stick including his latest 
Born In The U.S.A. The album that 
took him out of obscurity after sev- 
eral near failures was called Born 
To Run and in it Springsteen 
revived the guitar/sax combination 
that had languished for several 
years by featuring Clarence Cle- 
mons as the heart and soul of The E 
Street Band whose backup musi- 
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cianship allowed Springsteen to 
rise above the predictabled fare of 
"705 rock. 

Clemon’s gritty powerful sax style 
is rooted firmly in the best of the 
soul/sax tradition with the most 
obvious influences being that of 
Junior Walker and King Curtis. 
When it was time for him to do his 
first solo album, Rescue which was 
released last year on Columbia 
Records, Clemons deliberately set 
out to make an album that would 
reflect the era whose influence has 
given him years of success; the clas- 
sic rhythm and blues best defined 
by King Curtis’ sax and Wilson 
Pickett’s vocals. 

“King Curtis was my basic in- 
fluence?’ admits Clemons. “Of 
course Jr. Walker did have some 
influence but King Curtis always 
surfaced as the musical influence. 
I’m a rock and roller at heart, I’ve 
always played rock and roll but I 
was searching for a classic sound 
like from around the mid-’60s with 
a Wilson Pickett vocal sound, that’s 
what I wanted to say in my music 


because that’s a missing element 
today, you can’t hear that on radio 
anymore, you don’t hear it any- 
where anymore and that was rock 
and roll to те” 

Clemons knew he was taking 
quite a chance with this approach 
because while it is quite permissa- 
ble for young white artists to raid 
any part of black musical history 
and come up with so-called “new” 
sounds, black artists are mostly 
confined to the present and that 
means synthesized funk. Clemons 
resisted the suggestions that he do 
a modern funk album and instead 
did an album he would like. 

“T'm not into funk,” he says with- 
out hesitation, “it sounds too much 
alike and I don’t get too much out of 
it, it’s boring to me. I wasn’t into 
disco, I’m a rocker... it’s the 
animal that lives inside me. I look 
at the horn as an extension of 
myself, it’s a big forceful sound and 
Pm a big forceful guy, you have to 
have that animal inside just to push 
it out there.’ 

So after 10 years with one of 


-rock’s most legendary characters, 


Clarence Clemons has come out on 
his own. Even though he has no 
intention of leaving Bruce Spring- 
steen and The E Street Band, Clar- 
ence and his band The Red Bank 
Rockers are out there to make a 
name for themselves touring and 
recording in the long interludes 
between Springsteen albums. The 
relationship between Springsteen 
and Clemons remains one of the 
music business’ more fascinating 
marriages as it transcends the 
usual leader/sideman syndrome 
and instead provides a lesson in 
how people of different ethnic back- 
grounds can work together. 

“Не admires me and I admire 
him,’ Clemons reveals the secret, 
“and we have great respect for each 
other. I want to be like him and he 
wants to be like me and it works. 
When we first jammed it was like 
we'd been together forever, like a 
team and it’s a great learning sit- 
uation. When you stop learning, 
you die and I don’t want to die yet. I 


got а lot to learn and a lot to teach.” 
е 


Clemons, a member of the Bruce Springsteen Е Street Вапа, is the only black group member. “I’m not into 
funk,” he admitted to writer Vernon Gibbs. “It sounds too much alike and is boring to me.” Clemons also 
has a solo career with Columbia Records. He once did a video where he was the U.S. President ala Jesse

15 minutes to do it. They put the 
music down, and I just walked 
into the studio and just talked 
about putting things in your butt. 
Everybody in the studio said 
that's funny, and I said, “Yeah?

Q: Speaking of music, have you 
got any particular styles or 
groups of artists who are fa- 
vorites? 

A: I listen to old Sly and the Fam- 
ily Stone, old Four Tops music, 
Diana Ross and the Supremes.

I like The Beatles, and as far as 
contemporary music goes, Гт a 
Prince fanatic.

Q: There aren’t that many famous 
black comedians around these 
days. Do you have any explana- 
tions for that?

go up and do this “nigger” 
comedy; “Но, ho, ho!

anymore, though their skin is 
black. You can do comedy about 
your blackness if you’re coming 
from, if you’re being black, if 
you’re putting it across black. If 
you just come on the stage and 
say, “You know, it be different 
when black people do it than 
when white people do it. White 
people do it this way and black 
people . . That's bull. People 
look at my comedy and say that's 
ethnic, and it's not because I'm 


doing it differently; it's because 
I'm a black person, and I give 
myself to my audience like a black 
person. I don't fall back on my 
blackness; to get a joke off and I 
don't make jokes about my 
blackness, I use my blackness 
because it's part of me, and I have 
funny past experiences, black 
experiences. I have the barber- 
shop guys, the bull 
niggers down at the park and all 
that. Those guys, you look at me 
doing a characterization of those 
guys and it's real—those guys are 
real. Nobody says anything when 
a white comic does old Jews. I do 
old black men, and people say, 
“What is this blackness?” 
Bull___—it comes out of my 
blackness. A lot of black comics go 
into the clubs, and they work out, 
then the owners come over to 
them and say, “You're being too 
risque and don't be too militant— 
no one likes that.” I didn't fall into 
that trap. I know a black comic 
who fell into that trap. Don't take 
it wrong, but I’m thankful they 
fell into it because there are some 
BAD comics out there. I sit around 
with some fellows in the business 
and eat with them at a table, and 
they had me rolling on the floor. 
Their minds are so brilliant, and 


I'm saying, these guys could 
have taken my place on Saturday 
Night. 


I’m blessed in that I knew what 
I wanted to do at an early age. All 
that stuff about talent and people 
saying that you’re talented is b.s. 
The blessing comes from knowing 


what you want to do at an early 


age. I knew as a child I that I 
wanted to be a comedian, so I put 


‘all my energies into that. I didn’t 


want to be anything else. But if it 
was like, Wellll, Га like to do 
comedy, but, uh, I would like to be 
a lawyer also.’
